In the first place, under the 
scheme originally presented to the Government, 
there was no practical r.dreas in case the Chinese 
made default, Tho mort important object.of 
tho commercial treaty was the abolition of the’ 
illegal charge of leXin which was imposed on all 
mershandise in trausit through China, The 
motliod which Sir James Mackay originally pro- 
ed was thatin return for the atolition of the 
lekin thore should be a certain increase in tha 
Castome which were imposed on foreign goods at 
the ports of entry. Bu the Government 
had agreed to that, and here had been no 
practical redress in the caso of Chineso default, 
the last result would bave beon. worse than the 
first.
